River traffic on 
rise; new record 
freight shipments 


A steadily increasing volume 
of freight shipments is moving 
through the Chain of Rocks 
locks and canal here with 
commercial freight tonnage 
setting new records on a month: 
tomonth basis, according to 
reports released by the U. S 
Army Corps of Engineers which 
operates the locks and canal 

During the first five months of 
this year—January through 
May—a total of 25,949,111 tons 
of commercial freight were 
locked through the canal, an 
increase of 4,590,226 tons over 
shipments of 21,358,885 tons 
moving through the locks 
during the same period a year 
ago, the report showed 

May traffic in freight ship- 
ments set a new record of 
6,741,039 tons, the largest 
amount of commercial freight 
shipped through the locks in any 
singie month since freight 
traffic records were begun in 
1954 

It was the first time that 
freight movements of a single 
month topped 6 million tons 

The previous record for a 
single month was set in October 
last year when freight ship- 
ments locked through the Chain 
of Rocks canal totaled 5,937,466 
tons 


May freight shipments, the 
last month for which statistics 
are now available, included 
movement of 2,269,894 tons up 
river and 4,466,145 tons down 
river

Richard Kube, 79, and his 
wife, Anna Kube, 83, were found 
in the basement of their home 
the evening of March 4 with 
electrical cords from steam 
irons wrapped tightly around 
their necks. Death was believed 
to be from strangulation. 

Mrs. Kube also had her hands 
tied behind her back with white 
medical tape

with a woman friend and cashed 
their Social Security checks at a 
downtown Granite City bank 
They then did their grocery 
shopping and a man friend gave 
them a ride back home 

Police believe that after the 
man let the couple out at the 
Kube home and drove away, 
one or more persons entered 
their home and killed them 
“We have not been able to 
determine if anything was 
stolen” a spokesman said 

A woman visiting a neighbor 
looked in a basement window, 
saw a body and notified police, 
who found the couple dead at 
5:50 p.m. March 4 

Frozen food in grocery bags 
on the table was defrosted but 
still cool when the bodies were 
found 

A full investigation has been 
under way by the Granite City 
Police Department since the 


murders. 

Many people have been 
questioned, dozens have un- 
dergone polygraph (lie 
detector) tests, and hundreds of 
items of physical evidence have 
been processed in the state 
crime laboratory 

Police are closely guarding 
the nature of much of their 
evidence and of their theories, 
but have disclosed that they 
believe a middle-aged man and 
a woman may have been in 
volved 

Efforts are continuing to 
locate two men, appearing to be 
workmen, who seemed to be 
studying the foundation of the 
Kube home early on the af- 
ternoon of the murders. Officers 
believe these men may have 
information which could aid the 
investigation. 

Captain William Condis, chief 
of the Granite City detectives, 


said every lead given to the 
police has been checked 
thoroughly but additional in- 
formation is needed 

“We are hopeful this reward 
will bring some people forward 
who have the information we 
need, but have not found the 
time or taken the trouble to tell 
us what they know,”’ Condis 
said. 

“What we have here is a very 
complicated jigsaw puzzle with 
some very essential pieces 
missing. 

“Some people out there have 
small shreds of information 
which will fill important holes in 
the puzzle, even though they 
might not realize just how 
important that information is,”* 
he continued 

‘Any information on people, 
vehicles or occurrences in that 
vicinity on March 4 can be

War spurred area steel output 


(56th of a Bicentennial 

year Press-Record series) 

For Granite City Steel, as for 
most American industry, the 
impact of the Second World War 
was felt before Pearl Harbor. 

The war in Europe began in 
August 1939, and by 1940 
American business was in- 
fluenced both directly, through 
the start of defense production, 
and indirectly, through a 
general speed-up of the world’s 
economy 

Shortly after Pearl Harbor, it 
became apparent that the 
Second World War was a total 
war in every sense. It involved 
the full resources of the nation. 

A maze of boards, com- 
missions and committees was 
set up by the federal govern- 
ment to coordinate the 


economic efforts of the nation’s 
productive forces 

Conversion to war production 
necessitated the ‘‘shifting” of 
tools, equipment, facilities, 
manhours and floor sspace of 
industry. But, fortunately, two 
years of preparation and of 
selling equipment to the Allies 
had its effect. 

With America’s entry into the 
war, the whole program 
proceeded with unexpected 
S| 

Although the nation had an 
ample supply of iron resources 
and a production capacity 
greater than that of any nation 
in the world, the fantastic 
demand for steel products 
outdistanced the supply. 

Steel was in demand for 
virtually everything—shipg, 


shells, pipelines, etc.—so 
necessary in the great global 
conflict. 

Fortunately, the situation 
improved through increased 
capacity, better utilization of 
scrap metal, and the channeling 
of steel into war production 
rather than civilian com- 
modities, through an intricate 
priority and allocation system 
which governed the distribution 
of steel among essential users. 

Every succeeding year saw a 
new production record for the 
steel industry in the United 
States: 

1940—66 million ingot tons 
produced. 

1941—82 million tons. 

1942—86 million. 

1943—88 million.

Granite City notified the City 
Council last week that all of the 
right-of-way required by the 
city for its portion of the 
roadway improvement has been 
obtained. 

The job will be advertised in 
the State Highway Bulletin in 
three consecutive weekly 
publications, according to 
David Dietzel, assistant fo 
County Highway Superin- 
tendent Lester Miller. 

The County Highway 
Department will handle all 
details of the work, including 
the bidding, contract award, 
construction and financing. The 
project will be financed with 
motor fuel tax funds, with the 
city paying its share to the 
county as its MFT allocations 
become available. City 
payments to the county are to 
be made at a rate of $10,000 per. 
month, 

When the Maryville Road 
project was originated, total 
cost was estimated at $2.5 
million, with the cost to the city 
estimated at $350,000. Because 
of increases in construction 
costs over the years the project 
has been developed, the cost 
estimate is now about $4 
million, with the city expected 
to pay $800,000 to $1 million. 

Dietzel said all design 
planning for the project has 
been completed. Relocation of 
utility lines and survey work 
also is under way along portions 
of the Maryville Road right-of- 
way 

He said that residents living 
along the right-of-way should be 
aware that men working along 
the easements, surveying and 
driving stakes, are employes of 
the highway department 

The new four-lane highway 
connecting the present 
Maryville Road at Pontoon with 
Highway 162, will provide a 
highly improved traffic route 
skirting the eastern edge of

1944—89.6 million. 

The country was faced with a 
shortage of ships for both the 
Navy and the Merchant Marine, 
a shortage which grew more 
acute because of the successful 
German submarine campaign 
in the Atlantic Ocean 

The demand for steel plates 
for merchant ships was so great 
that it was impossible to make 
enough of them on the country's 
plate mills 

Therefore, the continuous 
strip mill was pressed into 
service and its stands were 
adjusted so that plates could be 
made as well as strip. 

A shear was installed after 
the last stand to cut the plates to 
size as they came through 

Because the Granite City 
Steel Company had one of the 
few wide continuous mills in 
the country, it was quickly 
selected by the government 
for the production of such 
plates. In order to increase 
production, the Defense Plant 

Corporation bought land

These figures brought to 
32,524 the total number of 
vessels passing through the 
locks during the first five 
months of the year, compared 
to 27,586 vessels locked during 
the same five-month period of 
1975, and to 5,205 the total 
number of lockages during this 
year, compared to 3,478 during 
the same period a year ago 

Freight shipments exceeded 5 
million tons in each of 
February, March and April this 
year, the volume of each month 
showing a substantial increase 
over that of the corresponding 
month in 1975. 

The report by the Army Corps 
of Engineers showed that in 
February. 5,028,004 tons of 
freight were shipped through 
the locks here, compared with 
3,627,230 tons in February 1 

Total shipments in March 
increased to 5,233,107 tons, up 
from 5,116,188 tons in March 
1975, and April freight volume 
this year amounted to 5,600,730 
tons, compared with 5,261,906 
tons in April last year 

January freight movements 
this year totaled 3,346,231 tons, 
compared with 3,94 
January 1975. January was the 
only month this year in which 
freight movements were less 
than 5 million tons. River traffic 
seasonally is slow during 
January each year.

The executive committee of 
the Board of Trustees of 
Southern Illinois University has 
been authorized by the trustees 
to act on a proposed revision of 
sick leave and disability 
benefits policy for faculty- 
administrative staff members 
@s soon as constituency groups 
have had an opportunity to 
respond to the proposal. 

The proposal was submitted 
to the board Thursday, meeting 
at SIUE, on the recom- 
mendation of the System 
Council Personnel Policies Task 
Force, of which the president of 
the SIU-Carbondale Faculty 
Senate and the president of the 
SIU-Edwardsville University 
Senate are members. The 
presidents of both universities 
and the general secretary of the 
SIU System also recommended 
approval, but General 
Secretary James Brown ex- 
plained ‘there had not been 
sufficient time for the matter to 
have been submitted to various 
constituency groups for ap- 
proval 

The board is not scheduled to 
hold another regular meeting 
until September, and to ex 
pedite the matter, trustees 
approved the proposed change 
in principle and authorized the

The present graduated 
accumulation would remain 
effective for the period from 
July 1, 1974, through June 30, 
1976 

The present SIU System sick 
leave policy provides for 
“annual sick leave and 
disability benefits of two 
calendar months equivalent to 
at least 60 calendar days with 
pay per contract year...”"; and 
for a graduated accumulation 


rate of “extended sick leave and 
disability benefits,” based on 
years of service prior to July 1, 
1974, and for each year 
service after that date up to a 
maximum of 300 calendar days. 
Extended benefits which have 
not been claimed are credited 
toward retirement.

liability issue 


A circuit court jury at 
Edwardsville has returned a 
verdict in favor of Granite City 
in a suit in which an insurance 
carrier sought to hold the city 
responsible for any liability 
claims growing out of a May 
1973 shooting incident, City 
Council members were in- 
formed last week 

Irvin Slate Jr., sistant city 
attorney who handled the city’s 
defense in the case, said the 
effect of the jury's verdict will 
be to force the insurance firm to 
defend a suit for $100,000 
damages which has been filed 
against Granite City as the 
result of the shooting incident 

The action against Granite 
City was filed by the American 
Home Assurance Co., the city’s 
liability insurance carrier for 
the police department at the 
time of the shooting May 22,

1973, in which Michael Collins, 
16, of Granite City, was killed by 
police. 

The insurance company 
sought a declaratory judgment 
from the court holding that 
Granite City failed to follow 
terms of the insurance policy by 
failing to notify the company 
immediately that a suit had 
been filed against the city as a 
result of the shooting. 

The original suit was filed 
May 17, 1974, by Vonda L 
Collins, mother and ad- 
ministratrix of the estate of 
Michael Collins, seeking 
$100,000 damages and costs of 
the proceedings. The damage 
suit was directed against the 
city and three policemen, Harry 
Mitchell, Edward Wisehan and 
David Rosenburg, 

It alleged that the policemen 
exceeded the force necessary to

arrest the Collins boy or prevent 
his escape, That suit is still 
pending. 

The American Home 
Assurance Co. then filed its suit 
against Granite City alleging 
that the city had not given the 
insurance company notice of 
the damage suit as soon as the 
policy required. 

Slate said that the city con- 
tended that it had given proper 
notice through Chief of Police 
Ronald Veizer in notifying an 
agent of the insurance company 
of the impending claim against 
the city. Veizer was among 
witnesses for the city during the 
trial of the suit. 

The attorney said the suit was 
tried before Judge Edward 
Ferguson and that witnesses 
also included Alderman Gerald 
Parmley of the Sixth Ward. 

In its verdict, the jury ruled 
that the city had given the in- 
surance company notice of the 
damage claim “as soon as 
practicable.”

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Howlett to push for 
school text book loans 


Michael J. Howlett, 
Democratic candidate for 
governor, said Friday night he 
will press for full funding of 
Illinois’ new textbook loan 
program for public and non- 
public schools. 

“The textbook loan program, 
enacted by the General 
Assembly in 1975, is the most 
recent — and potentially the 
most substantial — aid to 
nonpublic schools allowable 
under the constitution,” said 
Howlett. 

“The law provides for loan for 
secular textbooks, free of 
charge, directly to students, 
whether in public or nonpublic 
schools, when they or their 
parents request it 

“Full use of the program is 
now limited by the state’s 
financial condition. 

“What was originally a $27 
million program has been 
reduced to $7 million for this

year. The Illinois Office of 
Education has established rules 
for phasing in the full program 
ever four years. 

“For this fall, the program 
calls for free textbooks only for 
the first three grades of 
elementary school. After four 
years, it will cover all grades 
from kindergarten through the 
senior high school year. 

“As governor, I would press 
for the full program. I would 
support programs the law 
allows and our state revenues 
would permit, to help nonpublic 
as well as public schools. 

“Of all the boys and girls in 
Illinois elementary and high 
schools, about a seventh attend 
nonpublic schools. Helping the 
nonpublic schools to survive 
eases the burden on all the 
taxpayers of Illinois. 

“Tf nonpublic schools were 
forced to close, it would then 
become the obligation of the 
public school system — with 
financial problems of their own 

— to educate the boys and girls 
who would be forced to transfer. 

“Under the First Amend- 
ment, the Supreme Court has 


“consistently ruled that public 


funds may not be used to sup- 
port parochial schools. 

“But the court does permit 
legislation which has a secular 
legislative purpose, which 
neither advances nor inhibits 
religion and which avoids 
government entanglement. 

“The Illinois textbook law is 
modeled after a Pennsylvania 
law which the U.S. Supreme 
Court has upheld as meeting its 
guidelines. If challenged, we 
could expect the Illinois law to 
be upheld. 

“The textbook loan program 
should save parents of non- 
public school children $1 million 
in the coming year and nearly 
$4 million a year when the full 
program takes hold. 

“Textbook loans, and other 
public aids, are only a small 
fraction of what it costs to 
educate a student. But anything 
we can do to keep the nonpublic 
schools going also helps to keep 
the public schools open 

“Tllinois state government 
finances are now in crisis. The 
crisis would be worse if students 
now in nonpublic schools were 
added to the taxpayers’ load.” 


Investigating 
two dentists 


An investigation by the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Aid has isolated vouchers 
submitted to the IDPA by two 
Chicago dentists who netted 
$537,068 for filling the teeth of 55 
patients at $20 a filling 

They are investigating 
vouchers for one dentist who 
received payments for 383 
fillings in 389 teeth of 33 
patients—averaging two fillings 
per tooth, and of another dentist 
whose claims indicated he filled 
143 «teeth 274 times in 22 
patients—averaging 2.6 fillings 
a tooth.

Encephalitis alert 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of 
the state health department 
last. week issued a St. Louis 
Encephalitis (SLE) 
preliminary alert to Illinois 
residents 

While at this time the fir 
dings of the Early Warning 
Team indicate there is no Im 
minent danger to human 
health,’ she said, “‘the potential 
for human cases later this 
summer appears to be 
present.” 

The alert was issued following 
a July 2 SLE surveillance report 
from Dr. Gary Clark, coor:

Tows increasing 
hazard for boats 


With the increased use of 
inland waters by recreational 
boaters this season, there has 
also been a tragic increase in 
the number of fatal accidents 
resulting from collisions bet- 
ween recreational boats and 
tow boats, the U. S. Coast Guard 
reported today. : 

“Some of these accidents 
could probably have been 
avoided if the recreational 
boater had exercised caution 
and avoided close situations 
with the tows,” a spokesman 
said. ‘‘Recreatonal boaters 
should be aware that towboats 
maneuver with difficulty, and it 
takes great distances for them 
to stop. 

“Because of these factors, a 
sudden loss of power by the 
pleasure boater in the path of a 
two usually results in a loss of 
life and property. ° 

“The U. S. Coast Guard urges 
all recreational boaters to give 
tows a wide berth and to 
especially avoid crossing in 
front of barges. Recreational 
boats always come out second 
best when a collision occurs 
with a tow.””

Many of the nation's top- 
ranked sprint car drivers will 
return to Tri-City Speedway 
Wednesday to compete in the 
second of a four-series special 
racing program on the half-mile 
dirt oval, including former 
series winner Bubby Jones of 
Danville, Ill, Chuck Amati and 
possibly U. S. Auto Club 
(USAC) campaigner Jan 
Opperman 

Missing from the field when 
the 33 sprint cars take their 
positions on the front 
straightaway for a 35-lap 
feature race will be Larry Ira 
Kirkpatrick, 28, of Wood River, 
winner of the last two sprint 
events—October 1975 and June 
2, 1976. 

A nine-year veteran of the 
Midwest racing circuit, Mr. 
Kirkpatrick died Thursd 
afternoon of injuries received 
July 4 in a crash during a 50-lap 
holiday race on the quarter. 
mile dirt oval of Riverside 
Speedway in West Memphis 
Ark 

The 1965 Wood River High 
School graduate was running in 
third position at Riverside when 
he attempted to pass a slower 
car on the high side going into 
the corner. 

The race car being passed 
drifted upward, causing Mr 
Kirkpatrick's racer to strike a 
wheel and become airborne. It 
crashed nose-first onto the 
retaining guard rail before 
flipping end-over-end down the 
track. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick reportedly 
suffered broken legs, a broken 
arm, chest and head injuries 
He was taken to a Memphis. 
Tenr hospital where he 
remained in an unconscious 
condition until his death 

A son of former racing 
standout Ned Kirkpatrick who 
was tagged with the nickname 
“Cigar smoking Irishman from 
Hartford,"’ Larry was no 
stranger to violent crashes. 

Once at Tri-City Speedway 
here before a crowd of nearly 
5,000 fans, he walked away from 
his race car with only a stiff 
neck after it flipped end-over- 
end, clearing three cars, in the 
fifth lap of a super-sprint 
feature race which was ev 
tually won by his good friend, 
Wib Spalding of Pontoon Beach 

On Aug, 22, 1971, at the Iowa 
State Fairgrounds, Mr. Kirk- 
patrick was heading into the 
final turn in a consolation race 
in a desperate attempt to grab 
sixth place, and a spot in the 
final race, when his car spun 
sideways and began flipping 
end-over-end 

The sprint car hurdled an

inner fence and landed against 
a retaining fence. He suffered 
cuts, bruises and a smashed left 
wrist which sidelined him from 
driving for more than a year 
Joe Finley, current president 
of St. Louis Auto Racing 
Association where Mr. Kirk 
patrick began his racing career 
in 1967 driving his father's 
midget race car, recalls, 
“Larry was a super-driver. 

He never won a cham 
pionship but always placed 
among the top 10 

“In fact, he was nominated 
for ‘rookie of the year’ honors 
with the St. Louis association 

Moving into sprint car 
competition in 1971, Mr. Kirk 
patrick alternated his driving 
between cars owned by Lyle 
Hartzel of Mitchell and Ron 
Perkins of Alton 

Prior to his accident in lowa 
he drove both midgets and 
sprint at Tri-City, winning a 
semi-main event in the latter 

He posted one of his best 
finishes in a race that year at 
DuQuoin, Tl, when he finished 
fourth in a 50-lap holiday race 
on the one-mile dirt which also 
captured by Spalding 

Following his layoff from 
racing, Mr. Kirkpatrick 
returned to the circuit in 19 
and the following year took 
runnerup honors to Bill Utz of 
Sedalia, Mo., in International 
Motor Contest Association 
(IMCA) point standings. The 
two were so close together in the 
standings that Utz was not 
assured of his championship 
until the final race date of the 
season at Shrevesport, La 

Mr. Kirkpatrick broke into a 
feature race winners’ circle for 
the first time of his career last 
year when he passed defending 
Tri-City Speedway sprint series 
champion Bubby Jones on the 
last lap heading toward the 
checkered flag 

He climbed into a race car 
owned by Bobby Sparks of West 
Memphis, Ark., early this year 
and began a trouble-plagued 
career in the USAC sprint 
ranks, having his best finishes 
at Eldorado Speedway in 
Rossberg. Ohio, where he won a 
heat on June 9 and then a semi. 
main event on June 20 before 
placing 15th in a 40-lap feature. 

Mechanical problems and 
crashes prevented him from 
placing in this year's Tony 
Hulman Classic, Hoosier 100 
and other events 

Last month, Mr. Kirkpatrick 
posted his first “‘grand-slam" in 
racing, winning his heat race 
the handicap event and then led 
Chuck Amati, Doug Wolfgang 
and Bubby Jones across the 
finish line in the feature race at 
Tri-City, 
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Indianapolis 500 race veteran 
Arnold Knepper of Belleville 
described the boyish-looking 
Mr. Kirkpatrick as “a fine 
young man.” 

“He was the type of man you 
would point out to your son and 
say ‘you grow up to be just like 
him 

“Larry always kept his head 
in a race and he certainly 
wasn’t afraid of speed,” 
Knepper said 

A close friend recalls one time 
Larry didn’t keep his head, but 
that was on the football field at 
Wood River High and not on a 
race track 

His friend related that Mr 
Kirkpatrick was playing tackle 
position and was shaken up on a 
play 

“The coach checked him over 
and then sent him back into the 
game. 

“When Larry tackled his own 
teammate on the next play he 
was taken to the hospital and 
and found to have a con 
cussion."’ 

Mr. Kirkpatrick's constant 
companion on the racing circuit 
was his wife, Brenda, whom he 
had met in high school. 

Father of two sons, ages 7 and 
9, he operated a concrete 
finishing business during the 
off-season 

Speaking of Mr. Kirkpatrick's 
er, Knepper noted, “This 
was Larry's year to really start 
moving 

He had his sights set on 
competing in the Indianapolis 
500, the ultimate goal of any 
race driver.”

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Rent grants will aid 248 
Madison County families 


A $1.2 million grant from the 
U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) 
to provide rent assistance for 
548 families to live in privately 
owned homes will be received 
by the Madison:and St. Clair 
Counties’ housing authorities. 

Grant applications were 
approved by HUD June 29 with 
details still remaining to be 
finalized, according to Nelson 
Hagnauer, Madison County 
Board chairman, and William 
Pistrui, chairnran of the 
Madison County Housing 
Authority Board. 

The Madison County 
Housing Authority is to 
receive a first year grant of 
$580,764, enough to provide 
248 rent subsidies, according 
to Ed Foley, Madison County 
Housing executive director. 
Foley said the authority is not 

yet accepting applications until 
further information concerning 
median income levels and other 
details are learned. 

Foley is expecting to meet 
later this week with HUD of- 
ficials in Chicago to finalize 
guidelines and procedures 
Hopefully, the program will 
start this fall, he said. 

Persons living in Granite City 
and Alton will not be eligible for 
the program because each city 
operates its own housing 
authority 

Both ‘the Madison and St 
Clair Counties’ authorities can 
have the grants renewed for 
five years, making the com 
bined funding nearly $6.2 
million for the full period 

Low income elderly persons 
will benefit most from the 
program, Foley said. Sixty 
per cent of the funds will be 
allocated for rent subsidies to 
house the elderly and 40 per 
cent to family units 

Federal guidelines require 
that 30 per cent of all subsid 
go to individuals and families 
who are considered in the ** 
low income" bracket under 
HUD formula. The remaining 70 
per cent will be available for 
‘low income’ persons under 

eligibility requirements already 
established by the Madison 
_ounty Housing Authority 
Foley advised 

Rent assistance grants will 
permit those meeting income 
standards to spend only 25 per 

ent of their income for rent 
The rest of the rent will be paid 
for by the grant program 

Under the program, a person 
must be renting and not own a 
home to be considered eligible 
The housing authority will 
certify the income and 
eligibility of an applicant 

Once certified, the applicant 
then goes out on his own to find 


housing on the private market, 
or a family could apply the rent 
to its present housing ac- 
commodations, Foley said. 
The authority has to inspect 
the home to see that it meets 
specific standards to insure 
the government is not paying 
subsidies to a slum landlord. 
The tenant and landlord then 
enter into a lease, with the rent 
not exceeding certain limits. 
Rental figures must include all 
utility costs. 
If the authority approves and 


the family qualifies, the 
authority will mail monthly 
rental checks to the landlord for 
the subsidy. The family or in- 
dividuals pay their share of the 
rent directly to the landlord. 

Current low income levels 
established by the Madison 
County Housing Authority are 
One person - $6,800 annual in- 
come; two persons, $7,800; 
three - $8,750; four - $9,750; five - 
$10,350; six - $10,950; seven - 
$11,600; ‘and an eight-member 
family - $12,200.

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Boards favor selective layoffs 


Governor Daniel Walker and 
the Illinois State Board of 
Education have been asked to 
help school boards keep the 
authority to lay off teachers on 
the basis of qualifications 
rather than seniority 

The request came from the 
Illinois Association of School 
Boards (IASB), an organization 
representing 935 Mlinois school 
boards. IASB President Howard 
Thompson, in a July 6 letter to 
the governor, asked that he veto 
a legislative amendment that 
would make seniority the sole 
criterion in making staff 
reductions. Thompson is a 
Prophetstown school board 
member. 

Harold P. Seamon, IASB 
executive director, made a 
personal appeal at the July 8 
meeting of the State Board, 
saying that school boards 

must have the authority to 
retain the most competent and 
qualified staff if they are to 
represent the best interests of 
students.” 

In a_ public 
Seamon criticized Ilinois 

ate Democrats for “bowing 
to pressures and tacking an 
amendment onto a bill that 
revises the school aid for- 
mula 

The amendment changes 
existing law, which allows 
school boards to lay off teachers 
‘on the basis of ability, training 
and experience. The provision 
to go strictly by years of ex 
periénce in the district was 
attached to the aid formula bill 
and passed by both houses of the 
General Assembly 

The seniority 
applies to school districts which 
must lay off teachers because of 
declining student enrollments 
or the elimination of courses 
and other programs. 

Seamon listed seven reasons 

boards want the amend. 
ment vetoed 

1. “The seniority amendment 
requires school boards to ignore 
the relative skill, training and 
experience of available 
teachers. Seniority is certainly 
a factor that should be con 
sidered in such decisions, but it 
is only one factor. Con 
sequently, school boards will be 
forced to let go many of their 
finest teachers and to keep 
many who are not as skilled or 
as well qualified 

2, “Under the seniorit 
amendment, an eighth grade 
teacher would take the job of a 
first grade teacher by virtue of 
slightly more experience in the 
district. There is a vast dif 
ference between teaching 
eighth grade students and first 
grade students. A mathematics 
teacher who is also certified to 
teach chemistry would replace 

ighly-qualified chemistry 
teacher because of a

Clarinetist Benny Goodman 
nationally recognized for more 
than a quarter-century as the 
“King of Swing,” will be 
awarded the honorary degree of 
doctor of music by Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville 

Authority to award the degree 
was granted Thursday by the 
SIU Board of Trustees 


Goodman will accept the 
degree at the university's 
summer commencement 
exercises Thursday evening, 
Sept. 2, according to SIUE 
Acting President Andrey J 
Kochman. 

The _ internationally-known 
orchestra leader and his 
current musical organization, 
the Benny Goodman Sextet 
appeared at the Mississippi 
River Festival on the SIUE 
campus June 24. During that 
afternoon, he visited with Dr 
Kochman and campus leaders 
who were active in development 
of the recently-established 
National Ragtime and Jazz 
Archive at the local university 

The citation accompanying 
the Board of Trustees resolution 
states 

“Benny Goodman was born 
May 30, 1909, in Chicago, Ill. He 
was a student at Lewis Institute 
in Chicago and studied clarinet 
with Franz Schepp of the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra 

“Mr. Goodman began his 
music career, Which led him to 
be known as the ‘King of Swing, 
by spending his early years 
playing with jazz groups in 
Chicago, one of the cradles of 
jazz 

“He organized his own or. 
chestra in 1933, and sub 
sequently was known nation 
wide as one of the ‘big name’ 
orchestras of the 1940s and 
1950s. In addition, he performed 
on radio shows and appeared in 
several movies 

“His contribution 
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crucial to total design. However 
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American music, however, 
greatly exceeds the parameters 
of these accomplishments. 

“As clarinet soloist, orchestra 
jeader, composer and arranger, 
he produced music from the 
1930s to the present which has 
had enormous influence on the 
American music form: Jazz. 

“Mr. Goodman was the first 
white band leader to employ 
black musicians in his or- 
chestra and to introduce the 
electric guitar in a major dance 
orchestra, He has discovered

Former Georgia governor will be a formidable candidate 


Former Georgia Governor Jimmy Carter 
is assured of the Democratic nomination for 
President of the United States, thanks to 
Mayor Richard Daley of Chicago, George 
Wallace, Henry Jackson, Hubert Humphrey 
and others, all of whom recognized reality. 

The reality is that Carter did the “im- 
possible’ in the crowded field of 
Presidential hopefuls, accumulating enough 
delegates through the primary process to 
send an unstoppable bandwagon rolling 
downhill. He now has far more than the 
number of delegates required for 
nomination, including the Quad-City area’s 
“uncommitted’’ delegates. 

When the band strikes up “Happy Days 
Are Here Again,” many of those gathered at 
New York City will regard it as only a 
preliminary to the strains of “Hail to the 
Chief next January. Polls show Gov 
Carter, a farmer, overwhelming any 
Republican. Leading senators and 
congressmen have likened him to President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and similar 
Democratic heroes. 

The primary system has worked. Without 
the primaries, Carter would have gone 
nowhere. 

Lacking a current political power base, he 
had to struggle for many months to be taken 
seriously by party leaders. Even then, he 
received scant help from the Democratic 
‘establishment’; he wrapped up. the 


nomination by the image he conveyed to 
voters and by the message he carried to 
them. Illinois was among the many states 
awarding him first place in its preferential 
balloting 

His early clinching of the nomination has 
given him time to size up prospective 
running mates, and also has assured a 
relatively orderly convention. It also has 
contributed to the prospect of a unified 
Democratic campaign in the fall 

Even such bitter foes as Governor Daniel 
Walker and governor nominee Michael 
Howlett are now cooperating in the cam- 
paign, thanks to the Carter magic. 

Gov. Carter has demonstrated coolness, 
determination and awareness of the mood of 
the nation. Even top Republicans concede 
that he will be a formidable candidate in 
November. 

Between now and then, the American 
voter will subject him to further intense 
scrutiny. Everything about his background 
and his proposals will be studied 

His nomination will be historic in the 
relationship between the South as a region 
and the nation as a whole. Not since the 
Civil War has a Southerner won the 
Presidential nomination of either party 
without first having moved North or having 
won the vice-presidency as the running mate 
of a Northerner 


Sewers needed; most want them; cost is lowest possible 


All's fair in love and war — and politics? 
Not really 

Many supposed facts about the proposed 
installation of sanitary sewers have been 
voiced in an effort to inflame the public 
against the project 

While the plan undoubtedly was 
described accurately in some instances, in 
many other cases the cost and inconvenience 
were grossly exaggerated by petition 
distributors. And virtually non-existent 
alternatives were said to be easily within 
reach 

Partly in response to such distortions, a 
number scheduled to be provided sewer 
service signed petitions to block it. Madison 
County officials now are talking about 
dropping the sewer plans in Areas Two and 
Three. And some citizens are focusing heavy 
fire also against Area One, large territory 
including Mitchell, Pontoon Beach and 
various portions of Nameoki, Chouteau and 
Venic® Townships 

It turns out that among those in the 
leading ranks of the opponents are several 
unsuccessful office-seekers who concede 
that they are trying to make as much 
“political hay" as possible out of the sewer 
controversy, They see the issue as a step- 
ping-stone to greater political power and 
perhaps governmental office 

Some ‘‘againners"’ are asking County 
Board members to repeal their recent 
farsighted and responsible actions that were 
intended to provide badly-needed sewer 
service. Coupled with this pressure tactic 
some “againners" are saying they will seek 


political reprisals at the ballot box 

Taxpayer rights are important. And there 
is a tradition of according considerable 
leeway to citizens — swept away by’ their 
emotional reaction to a public issue — who 
slightly exceed the bounds of accuracy and 
fairness in attempting to advance their 
cause. Those bounds appear to have been 
rather heavily battered by a few individuals 
this spring and summer, however. 

These facts remain: Sewers are important 
to public health. Particularly in an area 
where the ground is saturated by a high 
water table, it is vital that effluent be 
collected, safely contained, routed to 
treatment facilities and disposed of quickly 
and efficiently. 

With massive state and federal financial 
aid assured if the county proceeds now, 
persons lacking sewers can obtain them at a 
much lower cost in 1976 than would ever be 
possible in the future. Not only are existing 
reserve funds being exhausted, but the kind 
of aid currently in hand is unlikely to ever 
again be available. Agencies are tending to 
limit their help to sewage treatment rather 
than collector and interceptor lines and 
laterals. 

These are facts, and we have not heard 
any serious attempt to refute them. 

Sewers are needed. Most who would be 
affected want them. And they can be ob- 
tained at reasonable cost, with expenditures 
held to a minimum — aided by the outside 
financial help and by full competition 
among bond buyers and contractors to 
achieve the lowest possible price 


List of federal regulations requires only 60,000 pages 


This year’s Presidential candidates 
tended to run on an anti-government basis, 
focusing on overregulation as one of 
Washington's chief sins 

Fortunately for their reform goals, the 
government keeps its regulations neatly 
catalogued in the Federal Register. Back in 
1936, the publication boasted 2,411 pages. 


In 1970, it had grown to 20,000 pages. Last 
year, details of the regulations ran 60,000 
pages. 

With a proliferation rate of that 
magnitude, the defenders of individual, 
group and corporate freedom will be hard- 
pressed to merely “hold their own'’ in the 
struggle against regulatory suffocation. 


One-fourth okay $1 checkoff

SPRINGFIELD The 
number of taxpayers who ap- 
prove of the public financing 
of campaigns is apparently 
leveling off at 25 per cent, ac- 
cording to information sup- 
plied by the Internal Revenue 
Service 

Preliminary __ statistics 
compiled by the IRS show ap- 
proximately one-fourth of the 
taxpayers approved of the $1 
checkoff on their federal 
income tax returns. 


Although this is the fourth, 


year of the federal tax provi- 
sion, it is the first year for the 
general disbursement of the 
funds 

Under the provisions of the 
law, presidential candidates 
have the option to apply for 
federal matching funds to 
help pay their campaign ex- 


penses. 

This column checked with 
the IRS on the number of tax- 
payers contributing’ to the 
fund to see if publicity about 
the disbursements had any 
effect on the numbers of 


people contributing. 

Some people are violently 
opposed to the principle of 
giving tax money to the can- 
didates. Others favor the plan 
but are opposed to the rules 
governing its implementa- 
tion 


On the 1972 tax returns, 
only 3.1 per cent of the tax- 
payers designated $1 of their 
taxes should go to the presi- 
dential fund. 

The IRS came under 
intense Congressional criti- 
cism that first year because 
of the low number of people 
participating. That year, the 
$1 checkoff was on a separate 
form, the taxpayer had to 
designate which~ political 
party he wanted the money to 
go to and many were under 
the mistaken impression it 
added $1 to their tax bill. 


In 1973, a provision was 
made for the retroactive 
checkoff on the 1972 return. 
‘An additional seven per cent 
participated, bringing the 
total to 10 per cent. 


The total increased to 13.6 
per cent on the 1973 returns 
and to 24 per centon the 1974 
returns. 

The returns filed prior to 
April 7 this year showed ap- 
proximately 25 per cent par- 
ticipating. 

The checkoff plan has thus 
far generated about $80 mil- 
lion for the candidates.

Cities worry about pensions

SPRINGFIELD — Illinois 
municipal officials are ex- 
pressing concern over what 
may have to be paid in 
employe pensions funds. 

The Illinois Municipal 
League, made up of 
municipal government of- 
ficials, has formed a special 
committee to study pensions, 
funding procedures and other 
programs connected with the 
system 

The executive director of 
the league, Steven Sargent, 
said formation of the special 
statewide committee came 
after a recommendation from 
another league group cover- 
ing municipal government in 
the six northeastern Illinois 
counties. It had been looking 
at local pensions and sug- 
gested to the League's board 
of directors that such a group 
be formed. 

The League's committee is 
beaded by Urbana Mayor 
Hiram Paley. Members in- 
clude: Barrington Village 
Manager Dean Mailen; 
Chicago Deputy Mayor Ken 
Sain; Elgin City Treasurer 
James Bolerjack Jr.; DePue 
Village President Jack 
Pirog; Des Plaines Finance 
Officer Duane Blitz and 
Evanston Mayor Edgar Van- 
neman Jr., who also heads 
the northeast group. 

Funding of municipal 
pensions has been causing 
some problems for 
municipalities. But up to now 
the larger cities have been 
the ones involved. However, 
officials of smaller com- 
munities are beginning to 
express some concern. 

Washington studies show 
some large city pension funds 
possibly will have trouble in 
the near future. 

Sargent said in an inter- 
view that the League has 
been working with the 
General Assembly's 
Municipal Problems Com- 
mission. It has been 
operating for several years 
and recommends legislation 
on municipal government. 

The Commission is await- 
ing a study on municipal re- 
tirement and pension 


programs being condueted by 
a group from Western Illinois 
University in Macomb. 

Sen, John Egan, D- 
Chicago, who heads the 
Senate Pensions Committee, 
has told Sargent he would 
welcome any input the 
League or others might have 
in this area. 

Basically in Illinois there 
are two pensions programs. 
One is the Illinois Municipal 
Retirement Fund, (IMRF) 
which covers regular 
employes of a city. Under this 
program cities of 5,000 and 
over in population must join 
the fund program, while 
those under the 5,000 mark 
have the option of joining. 

The other covers police and 
firemen. Each of these is 
operated individually by the 
cities. However, there are 
state regulations that must be 
followed by cities in this 
group. For instance, reports 


have to be filed with the state. 

Sargent said the League's 
committee wants to look at 
the police and firemen’s 
pension plans, including 
methods used to fund the 
systems. 

The League’s committee 
feels the IMRF appears to be 
tightly administered and con- 
trolled. 

Sargent feels there is a 
feeling among some 
municipal officials that tax 
rates may get unbalanced in 
helping to fund retirement 
programs. 

“The concern basically is 
that the legislature mandates 
the municipalities to certain 
commitments and the only 
way to pay these commit- 
ments is through property 
taxes.” 

This is the area which ap- 
parently is causing some con- 
cern among the municipal of- 
ficials. 


Shoplifters escalate 
wor against stores

Shoplifters are becoming 
bolder, more organized and 
better trained. 

So are the victimized mer- 
chants, faced with the need to 
combat a form of thievery es- 
calating at an alarming rate. 

Approximately $4.8 billion 
in merchandise is stolen by 
shoplifters throughout the 
country each year, according 
to a chamber of commerce 
report, which adds: 

“This is at the rate of ap- 
proximately $10 million daily. 
‘The rate of increase in thefts 
over the last six years has 
been 20 per cent a year.” 

Police, chambers of com- 
merce and merchants agree 
that shoplifters are of all ages 
and come from all social, 
economic, ethnic and racial 
backgrounds. 

They do fit into two classifi- 
cations — amateur and pro- 
fessional. Learning to recog- 
nize the thieves and under- 


- 


standing their methods of op- 
eration are increasing the 
merchants’ advantages. 

One merchant expressed 
an opinion shared by a num- 
ber of others when he said: 
“One of our best lines of de- 
fense is trained, alert sales- 
people.”” 

The training comes from 
in-store security staffs, out- 
side security organizations 
and the police departments. 

While many professional 
shoplifters learn from experi- 
ence and each other, some 
prepare as seriously as uni- 
versity students prepare for 
legitimate careers. 

“There actually are under- 
ground shoplifting schools in 
several areas of the United 
States,” police officer John 
Sieugh said. ‘‘Check-writing 
ig one of the courses, since it 
opcasionally is used in a co- 
ordinated effort with shoplift- 
ing. Tuition at these schools is 
quite high but the prospective

(Recently, U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
Administrator Russell E. Train 
appeared before the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce of the U.S. House of 
Representatives to discuss EPA 
operations, with particular 
emphasis on issues relating to 
regulatory reform. His 
statement included a 
description of the Agency’s 
overall mission, progress to 
date in fulfilling that mission, 
and a look at the future.) 

EPA was created through an 
executive reorganization plan 
designed to consolidate certain 
federal government — en 
vironmental activities into a 
single agency. 

The plan was sent by the 
President to Congress on July 9, 
1970, and EPA was established 
as an independent agency in the 
Executive Branch on Dec. 2, 
1970. 

EPA was 
amalgamating 
from five departments 
independent agencies. 

Water quality responsibilities 
were transferred from the 
Interior Department (the 
Federal Water Quality 
Administration) and the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare (the 
Bureau of Water Hygiene). 

Other activities transferred 
from HEW_ included the 
National Air Pollution Control 
Administration and the Bureau 
of Solid Waste Management. 

In addition, EPA acquired the 
Department of Agriculture's 
authority to register pesticides 
and to regulate their use; the 
Food and Drug 
Administration's authority to 
set tolerance levels for 
pesticides which occur in or on 
food and to monitor compliance 
with those limits; and a portion 
of the Department of Interior's 
pesticides research program. 

Finally, EPA assumed some 
of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission's and HEW's authority 
for setting environmental 
radiation protection standards 

The agency also absorbed the 
duties of the Federal Radiation 
Council 

Since the creation of EPA in 
1970, a number of changes have 
been made in its statutory 
mandate. A summary follows. 

The Clean Air Act of 1970 as 
amended in June 1974 is the 
basic authority for the air 
pollution control program. 

The act is set into motion 
through the establishment by 
EPA of national ambient air 
quality standards for pollutants 
which have an adverse effect on 
public health and welfare. 

In order to achieve, maintain 
and enforce these standards, 
each state must formulate a 
state implementation plan 
which is submitted to EPA for 
approval 

The act also directs EPA to 
set standards of performance 
for new and modified stationary 
sources of pollution and 
emission standards for 
hazardous pollutants. 

Concerning emissions from 
automobiles, the 1970 Act 
directed EPA to establish 
regulations requiring a 90 per 
cent reduction in the emissions 
of carbon monoxide (CO), 
hydro-carbons (HC) and oxides 
of nitrogen (NOx) from 1970 
model year levels by 1975. 

la June 1974, however, 
passage of the Energy Supply 
and Environmental Coor- 
dination Act (ESECA) deferred 
the imposition of the 90 per cent 
reduction. 

ESECA provided that (1) the 
1975 federal and California 
interim standards would also be 
applicable to the 1976 model 
year, (2) the original statutory 
standards for HC and CO would 
be applicable to the 1977 and 
subsequent model years; 

(3) The interim NOx standard 
would be applicable to the 1977 
model year, (4) the original 
statutory NOx standard would 
be applicable to the 1978 and 
sebsequent model years, and 
(5) any motor vehicle 
manufacturer could apply for a 
one-year suspension of the 
statutory HC and CO standards. 

The administrator also has 
authority to regulate fuels and 
fuel additives for motor 
vehicles.

There has been marked 
success in reducing some 
pollutant levels in the past 
several years. 

The national composite 
trend for particulate matter 
(soot, smoke, etc.) con- 
centration shows an ap- 
proximate 17 per cent decline 
from 1970 to 1974, to a point 
below the level necessary to 
protect human health in many 
areas of the country. 
Preliminary evaluation of 

data for 1975 indicates the 
decline continued. 

However, in many areas, 
principally urban centers, the 
problem is still severe. 

For example, in Los Angeles 
the annual mean of measured 
particulates in 1974 was 1.6 
times the level necessary to 
protect human health, in 
Chicago 2.0 times the level, and 
in New York City 1.3 times (for 
the high station in each com- 
munity). 

Of the 247 Air Quality Control 
Regions (AQCRs), 115 (47 per 
cent) are judged likely to attain 
the primary National Ambient 
Air Quality Standards for total 
suspended particulates (TSP) 
by the statutory date 

Major contributing factors 
have been identified for 100 of 
the 132 AQCRs that are not 
expected to attain: fugitive dust 
(67 AQCRs), point sources (19 
AQCRs), and smaller sources 
(4 AQCRs). 

Levels of sulfur dioxide are 
being reduced largely as a 
result of the switch to ‘‘cleaner”’ 
fuels. The data from 258 sites in 
1974 indicates a 32 per cent 
decrease from the 1970 annual 
composite average con- 
centration 

Eighty-six per cent of the 
AQCRs are expected to attain 
the NAAQS for sulfur dioxide by 
the statutory date. 

The problem in non- 
attainment areas appears 
generally to be emissions from 
large point sources. 

Further reduction in 
emissions from these sources 
should be accomplished in the 
near future with increases in 
the availability and in- 
stallation of pollution control 
equipment. 

Of the 20,000 identified 
major sources, 85 per cent 
now comply with applicable 
emission limits or are 
meeting compliance 
schedules. 

Regarding the control of 
pollution from new motor 
vehicles, carbon monoxide and 
hydrocarbon emissions are 
approximately 60 per cent lower 
than the allowable 1970 average 
emission levels and 83 per cent 
lower than the average of un- 
controlled pre-1968 vehicles. 

Carbon monoxide data from a 
few cities for which we can 
follow the trend from 1970 
through 1974 does show an 
improvement consistent with 
the emissions control. 

Data from California, New 
York State, New Jersey and 
Washington State show a 
considerable trop in the per- 
centage of time the eight-hour 
concentration standard is ex- 
e 

For example, Los Angeles 
shows a drop to six per cent 
from an original level of about 
two per cent in excess of the 
eight-hour standard. 

Nevertheless, 1974 data show 
that for the most part the 
carbon monoxide (CO) primary 
ambient air quality standard is 
not being attained in 58 of 92 
regions from which we ‘have 
good data 

When the Federal Motor 
Vehicle Emission Standards are 
fully implemented to the 
reduction levels indicated by 
the Clean Air Act, the CO 
standard is expected to be at- 
tained in all but a few areas of 
the nation. 

Due to the finding that the 
technology which might be 
required by most automobile 
manufacturers to meet further 
sharp reductions in emission 
standards—the catalytic 
converter and air pump—could 
significantly increase the 
emissions of sulfuric acid, EPA 
imposed interim standards of 
1.5 grams per mile hydrocar- 
bons and 15 grams per mile CO 
for 1977 model year 
automobiles.

Jerry Henderson, zoning 
administrator for the village of 
Pontoon Beach, and Freeman

State traffic 
deaths climb 


Traffic fatalities in Illinois for 
the first six months of 1976 
showed a slight increase over 
the same period last year, 
according to provisional reports 
of the Illinois Department of 
Transportation and the Illinois 
State Police. 

During 1975, January-June, 
reported, 
compared to 906 this year, a two 
per cent increase 

June 1976 fatalities num- 
bering 161 are a decrease of 10 
per cent from the 179 reported 
for the same month last year 
Madison County had four June 
fatalities. 

Single-vehicle accidents in 
June in Illinois claimed 82 lives 
in 80 accidents. 

This total includes 16 
pedestrians killed in 15 ac- 
cidents, seven pedalcyclists 
killed in seven accidents, and 12 
motorcyclists killed in 12 
motorcycle accidents. 

Forty-three drivers or 
passengers were killed in 42 
single motor vehicle accidents, 
and four drivers or passengers 
were killed in four railroad 
crossing accidents. 

Multiple-vehicle accidents 
accounted for 79 lives in 69 
accidents Twenty-two 
motorcycle-motor vehicle 
accidents claimed 23 lives. All 
other accidents involved two or 
more motor vehicles. 

There were 11 multiple- 
fatality accidents: 10 two-death 
crashes and one three-death 
accident

The recognition of The Free

More than 40,000 participants

Coordinating the Granite City 
area effort will be Lee Riley of 
Glen Carbon, who is president 
of The Free Spirits C.B. Radio 
Club of America. Riley said that 
the group is working toward a 
schedule of monitoring the 
official emergency channel (9) 
24 hours a day for the purposes 
of relaying emergency 
messages to the proper 
authorities 

“In many communities, 
citizens two-way radio ‘has 
proved the difference between 
life and death,” Riley pointed 
out. “From an accident scene 
on a remote country road, a 
citizen whose car is so equipped 
can instantly alert an am 
bulance, a doctor and a hospital 
staff. He can also saverprecious 
moments in disaster situations 
where emergency oxygen or a 
resuscitator is needed.”” 

“Citizens radio has many 
other community uses as well 
as possibilities in the event of 
national disaster,” he added 
“Through organized effort, we 
expect to utilize its potential 
more fully.’
